entries were made in the books of the 
bank.

Brown had been subjected to a long 
sweating process by Bank Commis- 
sioners (Jarroute and Sherer. Finally, 
when Brown was cornered, he blurted 
out: "Yes, It's true; those entries do 
not • represent real transactions." 


The entries which Brown has con- 


fessed were false, related to two items 
each of $100,000 which appeared as 
assets of the 
hank. These 
Items 


as recorded on the books made it ap- 
pear that the California Safe Deposit 
and Trust company had on deposit 
$100,000 In each of two New York 
banks. 
'Brown maintained almost to the end 


of the Interview with the commission- 
ers that the entries represented genu- 
ine assets, but when pressed further 
for a complete explanation he broke 
down and admitted the truth.

Macedonia against the Turks and he 
has been described as tho most roman- 
tic figure In the Balkans. 
He was 


popularly believed and stated to be 
the real Instigator of the abduction of 
Miss Ellen M. Stone,' the American 
missionary, from the village of Salonl- 
kl. In September, 1901, in order to pro- 
cure through her ransom, funds to en- 
able the Macedonian 
revolutionary 


committee to organize the insurrec- 
tion. 


Why He Hated the Turks. 


His hatred of the Turks was Im- 


bibed nt an cnrly age through seeing 
his father and grandfather tortured, 
dragged off In chains to a dungeon 
and then exiled for fifteen years. At 
the age of fourteen he attacked, sin- 
gle handed, the prison In which his 
father and grandfather were confined, 
but he was flogged for his pains. Tho 
boy swore to revenge himself on the 
Turks and studied to this end, becom- 
ng an officer in the Bulgarian army. 


In lSfl.5, Sarafoff organized a band to 


raid Turkish territory, and since then 
lias headed no less than 380 daring 
raids. Once he captured the'Turkish 
town of Melnik with forty men, put- 
Ing the garrison to flight. 


Sarnfoff was familiar with, hundreds 


of miles of tracks through forests and, 
over the mountains of Turkey. His" 
aim was the organization of a vast 
rebellion, with the o'.:ject of seizing 
lonstantinople 
and 
overthrowing 


Turkish rule. 
The Turkish govern- 


ment set a price of $20,000 on his 
head. He was about 37 years of age. 


Sarafoff was the organizer of the 


Macedonian committee. His promi- 
nence in Macedonian agitations and 
his dictatorial methods 
made him, 


many enemies among his own follow* 
ers.

"Well, Kolly and Skip Grove came 


out to my house Friday night. They 
had been drinking, and I drank, too. 
They stayed all night and left about 
G o'clock noxt morning. Friday night 
Kolly said he'd *do anything in the 
world for me if it wasn't for Hazel. 
That's all ho over said, but Skip said 
he'd been talking about tho child to 
him all night. 


"Next day at noon I want down to 


tho creek," continued Mrs. Cooper, 
"t didn't know what to do. First I 
thought I'd drown myself and then 
tho baby. 
I laid her down on the 


bank and looked at the water, and 
them sho commenced to cry. I went 
back nnd dropped her In tho water 
and went right away.

Funds--Mr. Haffner Back 


From Convention. 


George M. Haffner 
has 
returned 


from the conference of master bakers' 
committees and the faculty of Purdue 
university at Lafayette. 
Mr. Haffner 


reports that the 
conclusions 
were 


highly satisfactory to both 
parties, 


and that there is no doubt that Pur- 
due will be the flrstjnstibution in this 
country to take up the special class of 
baking technology. To begin with, it 
was voted tbat'the first course should 
consist of two terms of six months 
each, and that a complete 
course 


should consist of 
four years. The 


course will comprise the 
following 


studies: 
First Term—General cnemistry. lec- 


tures, laboratory work, general biolo- 
gy, lectures, laboratory work, baking 
technology, bacteriology, lectures, hy- 
giene, fermentation, yeasts, pure and 
mixed cultures, enzymes, demonstra- 
tions, factory practice. 


Second Term—Chemistry, lectures, 


laboratory work, special reference to 
bakery products and practice, struc- 
ture—gross and microscopic of wheat, 
rye, barley, buckwheat, etc., methods 
of preparation of flours, comparison 
of, constituents of, methods of test- 
ing, 
blending of, and 
bleaching of 


flours, by-products of various grains, 
effect of ingredients used in products, 
food examinations, baking • powders, 
malt extracts, spices, labors, colors, 
shortenings, eggs, live stock, canned 
goods, etc.. physics, baking technique, 
factory practice, machinery, cost keep- 
ing, etc.

Requirements 
of stu- 


dents, common school education. 


President Stone, of Purdue, appre- 


ciates the Importance of this particu- 
lar class of studies, realizing that 
bread is consumed by every human 
being In the state or country and that 
in most cases three times a day. It 
Is, therefore, important that this prod- 
uct should be scientifically made and 
under sanitary 
conditions. 
Stating, 


however, that the legislature of Indi- 
ana was not providing the Institution 
with the necessary funds to meet the 
demand along the lines of educational 
work as necessity demands from tims 
to time, he, therefore, advised that the 
master bakers would be called upon 
to furnish the equipments and provide 
funds for the cost of procuring addi- 
tional instructors. This, hpwever, did 
not deter the master bakers from their 
object. They at once took steps to 
provide the funds to carry on this 
work. A subscription list was started 
Immediately and $500 was subscribed 
by those present to start the fund. 
A report will be made to the national 
association, who will no doubt back 
the project with some or all means 
required.

There .was quite a propaganda dur- 


ing the morning hours in favor of a 
resolution by the committee taking a 
possition against Instructed delegates 
to the convention and It was an- 
nounced that such a resolution would 
bo Introduced by former United States 
Senator Kenney, of Delaware, the 
member of tho committee from that 
state. 
Mr. Kenney denied however, 


that that matter had crystallzed to 
that extent and admitted it had been 
discussed more or less. 


Sentiment Is Not New. 


"The sentiment against instructed 


delegates to democratic conventions 
antedates the movement by many 
years." he said. Before the committee 
went Into session Louisville was claim- 
ing a majority of the committees fav- 
oring the location of the convention in 
that city. 


Mr. Sherley, In behalf of Louisville, 


will propose to tho committee to per- 
sonally guarantee $30,000 If the con- 
vention goes to that city, In addition 
to supplying the hall, the decorations, 
the music and many other Incidentals 
including the cost of entertaining the 
natioijil committee. It Is figured that 
this wtll amount to an offer of $45,000 
or $50,000. "It looks as if they were 
going to give it to us," said Commit- 
tee-man Woodson, of Kentucky, as he 
entered the meeting hall.

President Roosevelt says he has not 
changed and shall not change the de- 
:islon communicated to the American 
people in 1904. It appears that Presi- 
lent Roosevelt has been awaiting the 
call for the republican national con- 
vention to afford the proper opportun- 
ty for making his position clear and 
unmistakable, thus leaving the field 
clear for Fairbanks, Taft, Foraker and 
other declared or receptive candidates 
'or tho republican, nomination. 


The President's Statement. 


The president's statement follows: 
"On the night after election I made 


the following statement: 


' 'I am deeply sensible of the honor 


done me by the Americas people In 
thus expressing their confidence in 
what I have done and have tried to 
do. I appreciate to the full the sol- 
emn 
responsibility 
this 
confidence 


imposes on me, and I shall do all 
that in my power lies, not to forfeit 
it. 
On the fourth of March next, I 


shall have served three and a half 
years, and this three and a half years 
constitute my first term. 
The wise 


custom which limits the president to 
two terms regards the substance and 
not the form, and under no circum- 
stances will I be a candidate for or 
accept another nomination.' 


"I have not changed and shall not 


change the decision thus announced." 


The announcement that the presi- 


dent would not accept the republican

known In political circles, but among

A few months ago the club gave its 


initial performance and met with, a 
warm 
and 
enthusiastic 
reception. 


Since then the club has been Increas- 
ed in numbers and the result of fre- 
quet rehearsals and the efficient sug- 
gestions and directing of Mr. Archer 
was apparent in better modulation of 
individual voices, as well as a marked 
advance in that direction in the club 
as a whole. This improvement, which 
is so important of chorus work, was 
especially 
marked in ihc smoother 


tones of the inner voice parts.

occasionally were tones forced or the 
individual voice singled out in the 
first tenors.

the pitiful victims of tie twin svlls, sel- 
fish Interests and popular 
Indifference." 
Then he continued; "What does It mean 
when the people elect as Governor of the 
State of CallfjitTila a man nominated by 
the railroad ifiacltlne In a most phatnefully 
controlled 
republican 
convention, after 
the chlei counwl for the Harrlmitn rail- 
roads 
'<h California has palrl 514,000 to

means the paralysis of the democratic will 
to resist Intrusion upon free government." 
The speaker cited some of the more fla-

Schmltz by the 
keepers of 
brothels and gambling joints.

Heney nnd Hiram Johnson, whose legal 
skill hrlpeil In bring the grafter* to punlih- 
tiictit.

Wabash Traffic Manager Says Work 


Must Be Carefully Handled. 


"Working out a uniform classifica- 


tion Is an exceedingly important thing 
for both railroads and shippers," said 
General Traffic Manager Ives, of the 
Wabash yesterday. Mr. Ives is one 
of a committee of 15 railroad men ap- 
pointed to formulate a plan for mak- 
ing a uniform classification. "It is im- 
portant because it will mean a revi- 
sion o£ all present classifications and 
possibly all tariffs. 
The least step 


wrongly made may result In an utter 
failure to accomplish good. Jobbing 
Interests, for instance will be harmed 
or benefited by maismg a uniform 
classification unless close attention is 
paid to conditions. 
If rates are in- 


creased it will bring a storm of disap 
proval from shippers, while if 
the 


rates are lowered the railroads will 
lose, the small profit that now ensues. 
Every member of the uniform classi- 
fication committee 
realizes this, I 


think, and will act to the best of his 
knowledge. The committee will meet 
early In January to begin work on a 
report that is to be made to trafflc 
•vice presidents of all American roads 
on or before April 1. After that re- 
port Is made a permanent committee 
•will probably be appointed to work 
out the plan recommended by the 
present committee."

sion about business conditions, saying 
that If he did not know that tho 
great bulk of America's freight re- 
mains to be moved—meaning the 
crops—he might be inclined to be pes 
aimlstlc.
